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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments filed 5/14/2007 were addressed in 
the office action mailed 3/14/2007 and are still maintained. Specifically, applicant argues that no prior art of record discloses a power 
transmission fluid wherein a friction versus velocity curve for the fluid has a more positive slope at high speeds compared to similar fluids 
in the absence of the polyisoalkylene component. As stated in the Final Rejection mailed 3/14/2007 that the term "power transmission 
fluid" is an intended use phrase and given no patentable weight. Additionally, the friction versue velocity curve characteristics are inherent 
to the fluid so that the prior art, which overlaps the instant claims, would also display the same curve characteristics. 
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
